$95,000 Fire at DNR Sign 
Shop Called Accidental 


A fire Nov. 24 causing $95,000 damage to the DNR sign 
shop at Hartwick Pines has been ruled accidental by a Gay- 
lor State Police Fire Marshall. According to a Bay City 
Times article, the fire marshall said the fire probably started 
in a wastebasket next to a wood burning stove. The fire mar- 
shall said there was no evidence of who placed the waste- 
basket too close to the fire but there was no indication the fire 
was set. He said the contents in the wastebasket could have 
been ignited by the stove or discarded cigarettes or matches. 

The building was valued at $65,000 and woodworking 
tools and other contents of the building were valued at 
$25,000. DNR officials say no decision has been made yet 
whether to rebuild. According to the article, state fire losses 
exceeding $50,000 must be reviewed by the state legislature 
before appropiating funds to rebuild.

Beaver Creek decided it did not want to pay ex- 
tra money for Grayling to service Weyerhaeuser and said 
Lyon Township will continue to provide fire coverage.

ation and a stagnating state 
economy could slow down any pro- 
gress in reducing worker injuries 
and death, a report by the Legisla- 
tive Office of the Science Advisor 
concludes. 

The report noted, however, that 
lessening of progress in Michigan 
may be less severe than nationally, 
due partially to the stronger in- 
fluence of organized labor in the 
state. 

The report was prepared at the 
request of the Joint Committee on 
Administrative Rules, which has 
studied a number of rules regarding 
worker safety and health, such as a 
safe level for exposure to curene - a 
carcinogenic chemical. 

It reviews both national and state 
legislation, standards and enforce- 
ment. 

Since the enactment of the 
national occupational safety and 
health act there has been a signifi- 
cant decline in injuries and illness, 
the report found. 

The fatality rate has dropped 
nationally by between 15-20 percent, 
though the report's author, Michael 
Kamrin cautioned that the act alone 
was not responsible for the decline. 

Deaths had started to decline in 
the 1960’s, he said. 

However, total injuries declined 
by about 15 percent, in contrast to 
the 1960's, when the number in- 
creased, 

Michigan had lower incidents of 
both injuries and illness in all cited 
industries, with the fourth lowest 
rate for incidents in the nation in 
1978. 

The report suggested that. Michi- 
gan’s lower rate of injury and illness 
may be partially explained by dif- 
ferent enforcement procedures. 
State inspectors make far more 
general inspections of work places 
than complaint-based inspections. 

Greater improvements in safety 
can be made by further research into 
work-related incidents, especially as 
it is more difficult to trace the cause 
of disease than it is an injury, accor- 
ding to the report.

and training is needed, with special 
emphasis on new workers as a larger 
number of injuries occur to new 
workers. 

The report also recommended that 
industries do a better job of labeling 
hazardous work areas, and that im- 
provements in safety equipment be 
made. 

The economy may hurt improve- 
ments in safety as businesses may 
be disinclined to spend the funds to 
comply with safety rules the report 
adds, saying ‘‘the combination of 
decreased federal regulatory 
pressure and increased local 
economic pressure may make some 
employees less apt to act promptly 
in improving the safety and health 
charactistics of Michigan work 
places.”’ 

$10 Million Promotion for Mich. 

Governor William G. Milliken has 
unveiled a $10 million ‘‘Say Yes to 
Michigan” promotional campaign, 
that along with some legislative ac- 
tion to improve the state’s business 
climate, will be used to promote 
Michigan as a place to locate new 
business. 

Officials said an advertising cam- 
paign will be the basis for 
promotional efforts for tourism, 
business advertisements and 
agricultural products. 

It will be kicked off during the 
Super Bowl weekend in late January 
when the eyes of the nation will be 
focused on Pontiac for the National 
Football League’s championship 
game. 

It ig hoped that private companies 
will join with the state in co- 
operative promotion efforts using 
the ‘‘Say Yes’”’ theme. 

The promotion is meant to counter 
negative attitudes and feelings 
about Michigan, traced in part to 
the economic malaise which affects 
not just Michigan, but the region as 
well. 

Meanwhile, the state Legislature 
is working toward adoption of por- 
tions of the governor’s economic 
development package ~- improve- 
ments in the state’s workers and 
unemployment compensation pro- 
grams - to make Michigan a better 
place in which to do business.

To Alaska 


and Back |

“The Beauty and 
. the Beast” 


Lovers of natural beauty 
won’t be disappointed with 
Alaska, with its five thon- 
sand glaciers, cauntless 
lakes and forests,  wild- 
flowers that'll dazzle one’s 
eyeballs out of their sockets, 


.and, of course, the wildlife. 


Our national symbol, the 
eagle, is prevalent there, 
and congregations of eagles 
can be seen in various parts 
of Southeast Alaska, the 
largest group migrating an- 
nually just north of Haines. 

Arriving during the peak 
of the salmon season, I saw 
streams filled to darkness 
with spawning fish, Buses 
going to the Mendenhall 
Valley from Juneau often 
stop near streams along 
their route so passengers 
can view the life-ending and 
life-beginning rituals of the 
salmon. Even the town of 
Whitehorse, in the Yukon, 
closes down for two weeks in 
mid-August, as seemingly 
half the residents travel a 
hundred miles south to fish 
the steel and coho running at 
Haines, Alaska. 

The beauty of Alaska ex- 
tends throughout its vast- 
ness, but it isn’t captured 
without risk. Travel into the 
interior, except for a few 
roads, requires small air- 
craft. Consequently, bush 
planes are a popular, and 
necessary, mode of trans- 
portation. Whereas in the 
lower forty-eight we com- 
monly read about auto ac- 
cidents, regular reading of 
the Anchorage newspaper 
reveals that bush plane ac- 
cidents are fairly common in 
Alaska. Besides the large 
number of bush planes, 
problems encountered flying 
in the bush are magnified, 
due to the sparse population 
and lack of emergency 
fields. : 

A sense of rugged history 
pervades Alaska, revealing 
the strength of human char- 
acter against an often hostile 
environment, Scagway, near 
Haines, still tells of pioneer 
struggles into the Yukon 
through forest service slides, 
and local bars reflect the era 
of the gold rush, where more 
fortunes were made and lost

in town than along the Klon- 
dike Trail. Nearby is the 
Chilkoot, a favorite trail of 
backpackers, who trek up 
and down  boulder-strewn 
mountains for thirty miles, 
then return by train, a 
luxury of recent times. For 
gold rushers, the Chilkoot 
was a forested demon that 
took several months to com- 
plete, and many died from 
exposure to the harsh ele- 
ments. 

fiveryone is curious about 
bears, so here’s my bear 
report: Although I saw a few 
brown bears moving 
leisurely along the highway, 
stopping here and there to 
munch on berries, the 
Alaskan brown bear, or griz- 
zly, is a bit more illusive 
than its southern cousins. An 
old gent in Wrangell told me 
that a grizzly in Alaska will 
spook and run if confronted 
unexpectedly, but the same 
bear will circle wide and 
come up behind the person 
for an attack. Basic caution 
is usually enough to insure 
safety, which includes 
making noise to let any furry 
creatures nearby know 
you’re there. I did plenty of 
loud singing and whistling as 
I hiked and jogged through 
the woods. Having encoun: 
tered no surprising meetings 
with angry beasts, I was able 
to thoroughly enjoy a wealth 
of beauty in the Alaskan out- 
doors.

The Marva Collins Story: 
What Can We Learn? 


By Bill Morford, Crawford-AuSable School Board 


The story of Chicago 
school teacher Marva 
Collins was aired recently on 
the CBS television network. 
As I viewed the film, I won- 
dered what comparisons 
would be drawn between her 
experience and our schools. 

For those who missed the 
show, Marva Collins was a 
teacher in the Chicago 
Public Schools. After four- 
teen years in the system, she 
chose to open her own school 
in a poor black neighborhood 
in the city. That school has 
become nationally known for 
its suecess in teaching 
youngsters who neither 
public nor private schools 
had been able to reach. 

Mrs. Collins is a gifted 
teacher. What can we learn 
from her? 

First, Marva Collins put 
great confidence in herself 
and her ability to teach 
children. She saw in every 
student a great capacity for 
learning, and she knew she 
could develop it. 

Vd like to know that every 
teacher in our schools 
believes in his or her own 
ability to teach every one of 
our children. Every  pro- 
fessional needs confidence to 
assertively approach the 
challenges of their occupa- 
tion. Our difficult and 
Struggling students are the 
challenges of the teaching 
profession. 

Marva Collins not only 
trusts her own abilities, she 
believes with equal fervor 
that every child can learn. 
As the movie portrayed, she 
tells her students that the 
words “J can't” are a lie. 

Research shows a 
teacher's belief in the 
students’ ability to learn 
greatly influences student 
performance. In one project, 
teachers were told that a 
class of slow learners were 
in fact a class of bright 
students. A class of bright 
students were presented as a 
remedial group. 

The result was that the 
“real” slow learners im- 
proved their performance 
under a teacher who expec- 
ted good results from them. 
The bright students perfor- 
med less well under a 
teacher whose expectations 
of them were low. 

A Michigan State Univer- 
sity study of improving

schools found that the staffs 
of improving schools tended 
to believe that all of their 
students could meet the 
basic objectives of the 
school. ‘They also continued 
to raise their levels of expec- 
tation as the students pro- 
gressed. 

Wilbur Brookover, an 
education professor at MSU, 
is quoted in Newsweek as 
saying that “the belief that 
some kids can’t learn is fir- 
mily established in American 
education.”” ‘“‘That has to 
change,” he says, “in order 
to have more effective 
schools,” 

To what extent does this 
community, as well as our 
teachers, believe that every 
child can learn? The exaim- 
ple of Marva Collins would 
indicate that our answer will 
goa long way toward deter- 
mining the quality of cur 
schools. 

While the Marva Collins 
Story emphasized _ the 
teacher’s importance, there 
are several sources that 
point out the significance of 
the building principal as 
well. 

Ronald Edmonds of the 
Harvard Graduate School 
identified ‘‘principals who 
are active leaders’’ as the 
first determinant of an effec- 
tive school. 

MSU research found that 
“in improving schools, the 
principal is more likely to be 
an instructional leader, is 
more likely to be assertive in 
his/her instructional role, is 
more of a disciplinarian, and 
perhaps most of all, assumes 
responsibility for the evalua- 
tion of the achievement of 
basic objectives,” 

Obviously, the cooperation 
of teachers and administra- 
tors is a must in a good 
school system. But our 
schools are not isolated from 
the community they serve. I 
think the Marva Collins 
Story has some implications 
for the community outside 
the school, too. 

In the last part of this ar- 
ticle, I'll describe the impli- 
cations I see for our district 
in the story of Marva Collins.

Ten years ago a C.M.U. 
professor wanted to bring a 
group of students to the 
Pines for a guided hike, but 
his was a night class. To 
make a long story shorter, 
we decided to take them out 
at night. Since the subject 
matter dealt with logging 
history, I met them dressed 
as an old-time shantyboy 
and we lit the way with two 
kerosene lanterns. It was 
such a success that each 
year since I have taken 
many such groups out. Some 
nights were warm, others 
rainy; one January night 
was cold, minus ten degrees 
cold. Others have been 
“black as sin’’ and others so 
moonlit that the lanterns 
were not really necessary. 
The groups have varied in 
their attitudes and responses 
to the Tall Timber and the 
darkness. Recently, I con- 
ducted a guided hike for a 
group of all ages from first 
graders to adults. 

The youngsters, up to what 
I guess were teenagers, were 
quite vocal about their feel- 
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ings. They were full of ques- 
tions about bears, big foot 
and the surrounding 
darkness. At the first stop, I 
assured them that they had 
far less to fear in the Tall 
Timber than on the street in 
front of their home in the city 
they came from. I am not at 
all certain I was successful 
as the lanterns attracted 
them like moths and I was 
guided by two little towheads 
who seldom strayed from 
my side or let go of my han. 
ds. At the logging camp 
within the bunkhouse, they 
relaxed and I am sure they 
enjoyed the hot cocoa and 
donuts the leaders had ready 
for them. They were full of 
questions about what I was 
telling them about life in a 
logging camp, but when the 
lights went out in the build- 
ings and we were once again 
dependent on the kerosene, 
their apprehension returned. 
Once back to their vehicles, 
they were, from all appear- 
ances, back to normal. It is 
sad that life has made those 
youngsters so fearful of the 
dark, but perhaps it is a 
lingering feeling passed 
down from a time when our 
ancestors built a fire in the 
mouth of their cave to drive 
the creeping darkness back 
and keep the unknown at 
bay.
